James, the African Hanter. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 28.—The tragic.death of Mr. 
F. L. James, the intrepid African hunter and 
explorer, has surprised and shocked all who 
knew of his career in Africa. A cable dis- 


patch from the West Ooast briefly announces 
that he was killed by a wounded 
elephant while hunting in the Gayhoon 
country. Elephant hunting is dangerous sport 
and natives are not infrequently killed while 
chasing them, but as a rule white men bave 
escaped fatalaccidents. There are some white 
victims, however, and the last ong preceding 
Mr. James was My, Dean, an agent of the Con- 
go Free State, wi was gored to death bya 
wounded elephant while hunting near the 
Congo. The James brothers are best known 
for their journey through the center of Soma- 
liland, south of the Gulf of Aden. Very few 
white men had penetrated beyond the sea- 
board fringe of this country. It ‘is, ex- 
cept a part of the Sahara, the most dangerous 
region in Africa totravel in. The people are 
fanatical Mosiems and few who have ventured 
into this country beyond the coast hills have 
escaped de:th. The British Consul at Ber- 
hera, believing the whole patty would be 
killed, cabled to England for permission to 
prevent them from goinginiand.

A Decision Ousting or Sustaining Four 
Members of the school Board Expected

Briefs were filed in the School Board cases 
in the Court of Appeals this morning and but 
one more legal step remains to be made 
when the suffering public will be: re- 
lieved. The cases were submitted 
last Tuesday on the understanding that the 
judges would not pass on them until the Su- 
preme Court had passed on the Drabelle law. 
The Supreme Court rendered its decision 
yesterday declaring the law constitutional, 
and the Court of Appeals is now at lib- 
erty to pass on the eligibil- 
ity of the four men on 
trial before it. This morning as the attorneys 
were about to leave the court-room, Judge 
Rombauer remarked that the court had be- 
fore it the case of August Reimler for consid. 
eration, and on this hint Mr. Muench sug- 
gested the death ofthe respondent and the 
case was stricken from the docket. 

Jay L. Torrey, for Oscar Bollman, filed a 
brief saying the evidence already shows that 
Mr. Bollman paid a personal tax in 1887 
and 1888 upon property of which he 
was part owner. That he was 
1 member of the firm of Boll- 


man Bros. is beyond doubt, and that he 
is a member of the firm of Bollman & Sons is 
also clear. The evidence shows his personal 
property to be assessed at $180, on which he 
paid taxes, aud the firm of which he is a mem- 
ber also paid a merchants’ license. 

Mr. Given Campbell, attorney for the State, 
filed briefs in the cases of Messrs. Macklin, 
Rogers, Bartholdt and Bollman, setting forth 
the law against which he claims they sinned. 
The points are the same as those published 
many times during the progress of these cases. 

Lubke Muench, attorneys for Air. 
Bartholdt, filed a brief for their ellen 
raising two questions. They ask ifthe seoc- 
tion can be so construed that the candidate 
shall have paid taxes during the two years or 
for the two years. And if the phrase two 
consecutive years immediately preceding the 
election’’ means the years which truly pre- 
cedethe election or the year in whic the 
election is held and the year preceding that. 


The Gas Company Injunction.

JAMES BOYLE ACQUITTED. 


His Victim’s Wife Saves Him From Convie- 
tion fer Murder. 


This morning in the Criminal Court the 
sealed verdict returned yesterday evening by 
the jury in the case of the State against James 
Boyle was opened and read. The defendant 
wastried on an indictment returned by the 
March Grand-jury, charging him with murder 
in the second degree. By the jury he was found 


not guilty and by th® court given his free- 
dom. 

Boyle was acquitted on the streneth of the 
testimony given by his victim’s wife. Boyle 
boarded at the residence of Edward Rundle at 
2806 Arsenal street. Both of the men were 
laborers. Rundle thought Boyle was paying too 
much attention to his wife and requested him 
to give up hisroom and seek other quarters. 
This Boyle refused to do and Mrs. Bundle sus- 
tained bim in his action. The two 
men quarrelled over this and a 
fight ensued. Rundie a few minutes 
afterwards staggered out into the yard and 
leaned agaiyst the fence. The blood was 
— gy rom a long gash across his abdomen. 
soyle appeared at the door an instant 
later and, according to statement 
of fa colored man living in an 
adjacent house, had a big knife in his hand. 
Mrs. Rundle pulled Boyle back in the house 
and some neighbors had Rundle taken to the 
City Hospital. This was on October 27. There 
he remained for about two weeks and was dis- 
charged as in a fair way to recovery. 

Two weeks lateran abscess formed in Run- 
dle's abdomén and he died. The case 
against Boyle for assault to kill 
had been dismissed for want of prose- 
cutionin the Court of Criminal {Correction. 
He was at once arrested, however, and locked 
upon a warrant charging him with murder in 
the first degree. The Grand-jury changed the 
charge to murder in the second degree. 

Boyle’s defense was that Rundle had cut 
himself. Onthe witness stand he said that 
Rundle had picked up the knife from the 
table and had then picked at him. A 
clinch had followed in which both rolled 
across the floor. In the scuffle he insisted 
that the knife in Rundle’s band had pene- 
tratéd the abdomen of the deceased. 

part Mrs. Rundle corroborated 
testimony. She said she 
see the scuffle. in which

GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


JUDGE THAYER FINDS A RESTRAINING 
ORDER HAS BEEN VIOLATED. 


An Unusual Incident in a Suit to Secure 
Damages for Imitations of Packages 
and Labels—The Benedictines of France 
Pursuing a St. Louis Distilling Com- 
pany—The Court’s Opinion. 


In the United States Circuit Court, on the 
representation of the Societiec Anonyme dela 
Distillerie de ‘la Liquer Benedictine de 
l’Abbaye de Fecamp thatthe Western Distil- 

ng Co. of St. Louis was selling in bottles 
like those used by the Benedictine Monks 
(with counterfeit labels attached )jbenedictine 
manufactured in St. Louis, a temporary in- 
junction was granted against the local com- 
pany. Recently the Benedictines charged 
that the restraining order had been and was 
being violated; they said that the Western 
Distilling Co. had transferred its stock of 
benedictine bottles and labels to a third party 
and also transferred to him all the orders for 
benedictine that came in their hands. They 
asked that the Western Distilling Co. be found 
guilty of contempt. : 

There was a hearing in this matter yester- 
day and to-day Judge Thayer delivered his 
opinion and fined the defendants. He said: 


THE OPINION. 

The order heretofore entered in this case 
commanded the defendant, its officers, ser- 
vants and agents to desist during the pend- 
ency of the action ‘from putting up, selling 
or exposing for sale * * * ayy liquid or 
cordialcommonly called benedictine, which 
was put up in bottles or with labels or 
wrappers, made in imitation of or resem- 
blanoe to the bottles, the labels or wrappers 
in use by complainant for putting up a liquid 
or cordial known as benedictine, : 

It is admitted by the defendant that after 
the service of this order it sold toa third 
party its stock of liquor called benedictine, 
also its stock of bottles, labels, wrappers, 
made in imitation of those used by complain- 
ant for putting up benedictine, and that it 
turned over to such third party all orders for 
benedictine in bottles subsequently received 
from iés customers and notified its customers 
that such third party would fill such orders. 

Though not expressly admitted by the afl - 
davits the Courtis satisfied as a matter of fact 
that the sale by defendant of ite stock of cor- 
dial, bottles, labels, etc., to such third party 
was made for the express purpose 
of enabling him to suppl defend- 
ant’s customers with benedictine put 
up in bottles and with labels made in imi- 
tation of those in use by complainant, and 
under an arrangement with such third party 
that he would so supply them. Under the 
circumstances 

THE DEFENDANT MUST BEB ADJUDGED GUILTY 
of a Violation of this injunction,

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 29.—The presi- 
dential post-office cases in Missourt which 
have not been disposed of will be taken up 
again this month, beginning with the present 
week, Gen. Odin Guitar of Boonville, ex- 
Member of Congress from that district, has one 
or two cases to look after while here.

Smuggling in Chinese. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 20.— The Secretary 
ofthe Treasury has received a long report 
from Mr. D. E. Coon, Chinese Inspector at 
San Diego, Cal., in regard to the 
smuggling of Chinese into the United 


States from Mexico. He says that a 
careitl inspection of the country and 
roads crossing the State line from Tia Juanna 
to the monument at the sea, shows that the 
opportunities for crossing over into this 
country are many, and that it is impossible 
with the present force to prevent all the 
Chinese. from entering our country. He 

that the smuggling of Chinamen 

the United States is a  profit- 
able traffic of no small dimensions and backed 
by a very heavy capital, with tie principal 
headquarters at San Francisco and China. The 
evidence seems to be that contracts are made 
in China to deliver safely each Chinaman on 
American soil and a guarantee given. If the 
delivery is made ia safety the money ($140) is 
paid. The Chinamen are provided iv China 
with tickets to various ports in Mexico, and 
on arrival in the harbor of San Francisco are 
transfeired to a coaster by which they are 
taken to Ensenada or other points. 

„But the real destination of the Chinaman,’’ 
says Mr. Coon, is the United States and no 
matter where he lands, be it Mexico or Can- 
ada, be will atthe earliest possible moment 
work bis way to his original destination. 
The action of the Secretary of the Treasury 

rohibiting further transfers in the harbor of 

an Francisco was a most fortunate order and 
will serve to check the traffic for a time at 
least, but I apprehend that in the near 
future steamship lines will bring them direct 
from China and land them on Mexican soi! as 
near the United States as possible, so they 
may finally reach the country they are look- 
ing for. 1 

Legislation on this subject by Congress, if 
well considered, will afford temporary relief, 
and in my opinion it will be found necessary 
for our Government to negotiate 8 stipu- 
lations with Mexico and the British Govern- 
ment whereby those nations will exclude 
Chinamen from their territory on this conti- 

ent. 9 

The surest and most speedy and econom- 
ical punishment the Chinaman can have, and 
the one to be most dreaded by him, is to send 
him atonce to his native country.’’

UNCLE SAM INTERFERES. 


A Writ of Habeas Corpus Granted in the 
Case of Murderer Kemmuler. 


AUBURN, N. Y., April 29.—Judge Wallace of 
the United States Court has granted a writ of 
hebeas corpus, returnable June 17, in the case 
of Koemmler.

That is tosay, the magnates aforesaid 
expected their fabric of fraud and extor- 
tion to be destroyed by a tariff reform de- 
priving it of the protection which created 
it, and yet we are told that a bill which 
dispelled their fears and sent the price of 
their certificates up in the market does 
not favor the trust. 

A bill that made raw sugar free and 
maintained the old margin of pro- 
tection for refined sugar would have 
been an outrage which even MCKIN- 
LEY’S committee would not have 
dared to commit. But after first conced- 
ing the trust a protection of ö per cent 
ad valorem on refined sugar in the bill, 
thecommittee, at a private conference in 
MCKINLEY’s room with certain sugar re- 
finers on the night before the bill was re- 
ported, raised the protection on refined 
sugar to a point which, according to the 
sugar trade circular of WILLETT & Gray, 
will exclude imports of refined sugar and 
perpetuate the Sugar Trust’s monoply of 
the refined sugar market. 

The reporting of the bill next day sent 
sugar certificates up 7 cents—enough to 
put a large sum of money in the pockets 
of those who made the concession, if 
they had been disposed to receive a share 
in the private benefits they were con- 
ferring so liberally on the trust

PROHIBITION IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

No former bench of United States Su- 
ever more 
unanimous or more cautious than the 
present one in guarding against encroach- 
ments oftthe Federal power upon the re- 
served rights of the States. It is proba- 
ble that more acts passed by Republican 
Congresses have been declared unconsti- 
tutional by a Republican Supreme Court 
in the last twenty years than were ever 
before condemned by that tribunal in any 
two decades of our history. 

The disposition of the present bench is 
especially manifest in decisions as to the 
regulation of interstate commerce. While 
the court 1s unanimousin maintaining the 
exclusive right of Congress to regulate 
such commerce, it seems anxious to do 
this with the least possible diminution or 
obstruction of local State authority. In 
the latest decision on the Iowa prohibition 
laws, delivered on Monday, the majority 
of the Court, including the three Demo- 
crats, held that the Iowa State law pro- 
viding for the seizure of original packages 
of imported liquor to prevent their sale 
within the State, was equivalent to 
the exercise of a State right to exclude 
importations permitted by Congress and 
was, therefore, an unconstitutional en- 
croachment upon the exclusive right of 
Congress to regulate interstate commerce. 
The decision held in substance that the 
consent of the people of the United 
States, expressedinan act of Congress, 
was necessary to enable a State to inter- 
fere with sales of imported goods in orig- 
inal packages. 

This decision concedes apparently that 
a State may, with the consent of Con- 
gress, prevent the sale of imported goods, 
although the oft-quoted decision of the 
same court long ago delivered by Chief 
Justice MARSHALL held that a State could 
not take away the importer’s right to 
sell and must wait until the articles had 
by sale passed out of the importer’s 
hands. 

And still three Republican Justices, 
Gray, HARLAN and BREWER, dissent from 
the Iowa decision on the ground that it 
enlarges Federal authority at the expense | 
of State rights. They held that a State 
has the same right to prevent the sale of 
imported liquor as any other liquor; that 
alaw todo this is a local law, which 
does not regulate interstate commerce, 
and that there is no explicit legislation 
showing that it was the intention of Con- 
gress to aid or protect the sale of liquors

Money Metal as a Commouity. 
Sr. Louris, April 26, 1890. 

To the Editor af the Post- Dispaich: 

In the place of the word ‘‘silver’’ I insert 
the word ‘‘gola’’ inthe following, clipped 
from your editorial column of this evening, 
and the absurdity of thinking and speaking of 
silver as a commodity becomes apparent: 

If Uncle Sam is to open a pawnshop, and advance 
money without interest on the product ofour gold 
mines, why should he refuse to advance money on 
the products of our farms and workshops? Why 
favor one industry by lending money to those en- 
gaged in it, without interest. while he charges 2 per 
centor refuses to lend at all to those engaged in 
other depressed industries? Whatever money he 
lends is the people's money, and they all have an 
equa) right to borrow it on equal terms. 

The POST- DISPATCH deserves thanks for this 
little ‘‘squib,’’ for it calls attention to a very 
loose way of thinking about money and what 
constitutes money, indulged in by many, if 
not most persons. Money is not a commod- 
ity, but a patent right article owned by the 
governments of the world, to infringe which 
becomes a crime. 

‘Alithe governments of the civilized world 
have decided that gold and silver aré the best 
known metals sultable for the purposes of 
money, and their people have acquiesced in 
the decision. Silver is nomore a product than 
gold is a produot. Silver is no more a com- 
modity than gold is a commodity. The chief 
use of both is as money. They are both used 
for ornament and in the arts; gold to the 
value of $75,000,000 annually and silver to the 
value of $35,000,000 annually, as estimated by 
Mr. Burchard, the director of the, Mint, in his 
report of 1881. 

I am satisfied that the world’s stock of 
metal money costs one hundred cents for 
every dollar coined. 

Mining for precious metals is the least 
„protected“ industry the world has ever 
known. Nothing but the inborn ‘‘greed of 
gain“ makes men take the chances of life, 
healthand property, not to say anything of 
the deprivations ineident to gold and silver 
mining. It gold and silver were not useful as 
money, there would be very little of either 
procured for their other uses except ata very 
much greater price as a product than they are 
now for many purposes. 

The free coinage of silver will benefit silver 
producers the least of all persons in this 
country, tor the reason, first, that there are 
no stocks of silver in this country or the world 
to be thrown on the market. The silver must 
be produced, and you cannot sow silver like 
wheat and reap a crop, and,secondly,that the 
beneficial effect of the free coinage of silver 
will reach to every unemployed man in the 
country who wants to work—yes, even the 
tramp will participate in the general good 
feeling brought about by reviving industries 
and new employments set in motion 
by the promise of an adequate supply of 
metal money, asa basis of our commercial 
and financial transactions, giving us two 
metal legs to stand on instead of one. When 
silver was demonetized in 1873, the country 
was deprived of the lawful use of one-half of 
its metallic currency. What is demanded by 
the free coinage of silver advocates is the 
restoration of the status quo, as it existed 
from 1792 (when the first mint law was enact- 
ed) until February 12, 1873, when the silver 
dollar was demonetized. 

It is not too much to claim for the National 
Silver Convention (which met in St. Louis 
last November) ag the great immediate cause 
of the bright prospects ofa speedy restora- 
tion of silver to its rightful rank as a money 
metal. It is also readily admitted that the 
National Silver Convention owes its success 
chiefly to E. A. Elliott, Albert Ginger, the 
Post- DISPATCH and the St. Louis Mining Stock

An Enthusiastic Audience Greets the Tra- 
gedian and His Excellent Company 
Press Club -Benefit—A Reception to Mr.

„Ben My Chree’’ is one of the strongest 
dramas that Mr. Wilson Barrett has yet pre- 
sented. He played it for the first time in St. 
Louis at the Olympie Theater last nightto an 
enormous audience, which, though it feit the 
effect of the sorrowful scenes depicted, ex- 
pressed admiration in repeated and hearty 
calls... As a work of dramatic merit the play 
is not so strong since it has been 
changed as it was when the con- 
clusion was of a sadder tone and 
the ending a tragic one, but the public dees 
not like real tragedy and the American public 
is particularly opposed to separating loyers 
forever when the curtain goes down, Indeed 
it would not be surprising if some one 
familiar with the popular feeling should 
find means to restore Jaliet to wakefulness 
before Romeo drinks the poison, 60 averse 
are people to tragic endings. It was a knowl- 
edge of this disposition which induced Mr. 
Barrett to change the last scene of Ben My 
Chree,’’ and if any fault is to be found be- 
cause of the change, neither Mr. Barrett nor 
the play should bear the criticiam. Formerly 
Mona died in Dan Mylrea’s arms as he publicly 
proclaimed her innocence at the cost of his 
own life. But now she lives and the sentence 
of death passed upon Dan is revoked because 
Ewan, who was really killed in the former 
reading, turns up alive, having been miracu- 
lously saved. The change necessitates the 
interpolation of a speech from Ewan relating 
hig wonderful recovery which smacks of 
modern imaginative extravagance, and then, 
too, it leaves unexplained Mona’s farewell to 
her faithful servant and to the scenes of her 
childhood, happiness and sorrow, and much 
that precedes the close of the drama. But the 
public does not care for lovers dead, and will 
not see them dle. Ben My Chree’’ is the 


sufferer. 

But this is the one defect. Otherwise the 
play is strong, thrilling and best at all a true 
picture of the strongest passions to which 
mankind are subject. There is a freshness 
about it, too; a newness of ideas and of 
thought which is invigorating and refreshing. 
The thoughts are clothed in language equally 
grand, and literature has gained something 
from ‘‘Ben My Chree.’’ The lighter strain 
that runs through it isa flow of bright humor 
vee thoroughiy merits being called true 
w t. 

Mr. Barrett is the creator of the part of 
Dan Mylrea and the absence of comparison 
makes it more difficult to form a judgment of 
his work, but the true genius of the actor 
shines brightiy and he pictures with artistic 

erfection the passion of his subject. Miss 

astiake, as Mona, showed the full 
strength of her power. Her transition from 
the light-hearted girl, huppy in her clandes- 
tine love, tothe woman of sorrow and tears 
was not overdone, but was natural, true and 
intensely real. 

There is no part which has more attraction 
forthe audience than thatof Davy Fayle, 
which was taken by Mr. George Barrett.

A REMARKABLE SCENE, 


The Farewell Sermon of a Pastor Inter- 
rupted by Harsh Words.

NEw YORK, April 29.—A remarkable scene 
occurred in the First Congregational Church, 
Rockaway Beach, during the evening service 
on day last, which has been talked of ever 
since all about there.

E. Fray, would preach his farewell sermon. 


He has accepted a call tothe Richmond Hill 
Congregational Chureh. He preached from 
a text taken trom the pistle of St.

church. In concluding, the pastor stated 
that at the suggestion of some ot his friends: 
he would briefly state the reason which had 
led him to sever his relations with the church. 

Last summer 1 desired a vacation,’’ said 
he, but a woman who is a member of the 
church strongly opposed my wish, though 
under my contract with the church I was en- 
titled to go. She gave as her reason for op- 
posing it that I was receiving more pay than I 
was entitled tofor my services. To teli the 
truth the Church Society at that time was so 
far behind with me in the matter of salary 
that in order to keep myself and family from 
starving I had to go away and earn some 
money to buy the necessariec of life.’’ 

At this pointin the speaker’s remarks the 
shrill voice of an angry woman rang 
through the sacred edifice exclaiming ‘‘ You 
are a liar.’’ 

The startled congregation rose to its feet 
almost simultaneously and necks were craned 
to see whence the words had come. Then it 
was seen that Deacon Joh Jamieson was en- 
deavoring to suppress his wife, who stood up 
firmiry braced against the front ofthe other 
pew nearthe center ofthe church.

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THE RECENT MISHAP TO THE STEAMER 
_ OIT¥ OF Paris. 


The Causes of the Wreck ef the Vessel’s 
Starbvard Engines—An Examination 
Made by a Mechanical Expert and Pub- 
lished in the Leadon ‘‘Engineering.’*’ 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratca. 

NEw YORK, April 29.—The causes of the 
wreck of the starboard engines of the Inman 
Line steameh ip City of Paris, within a day’s 
run of Queenstown on March 2%, need no 


‘longer be a subject of conjectures or the- 


ories. A mechanical expert has been down in 
the ship and has made a particularly careful 
examination of every part of her machinery 
affected by the accident. He tells all about it . 
in six columns of the latest issue of The Eu- 
gineering of London. He says there 
never was an engine more thor- 
oughly broken up than that of the City 
of Paris. While the expert was examining fn 
the Liverpool graving deck the crushed and 


Ptangled mass of over one hundred and fifty 


tons of mechanism a 100-ton crane was lift- 
ing out chunks of it. He found the skin 
plating of the greatship as sound as on the 
day she was launched. It was through the 
twenty-inch surface condenser tubes, smashed 
by the swinging around of the connecting 
rod, that the water poured and put out the 
fires. The expert thus accounts for the flood- 
ing of the port engine-room. 

Had there been time to elose the inlet and 


outlet valves the water would not havefrisen in 


the compartments and the vessel would have 
been able to proceed under her port engines. 
As our readers are aware, the port and star- 
board engine rooms are divided by a fore and 
aft bulkhead. This dulkhead has a door 

A THE LOWER FLAT, 
and this door was open at the time of the ac- 
cident, but was closed immediately. The 
point as to whether the door was 
open or shut is, however, not 
of such great consequence as «(it 
otherwise would be were it not the bulkhead 
is pierced by three holes. One of these is 
about eight feet above the floor plate. It is 
circular and about eight Inches in diameter 
and was, perhaps,punched by the tail end of 
the piston rod. Another hole is a foot or so 
further aft and is of more irregular shape, 
with, perhaps, not quite so large an area of 
opening. The third is smaller and further 
forward. 

The primary cause of the disaster,the expert 
declares, was the wearing away of the brass of 
the bracket supporting the set end of the pro- 
peller shafting, just outside the stern tube and 
led to the racing of the engines. The shaft- 
ing where the break occurred was 


about the diameter of a flour barrel. The 
total length of the shafting ofthe board was 
58 feet and its length was inclosed iu a casting 
of stecl which was attached to the ship’s side 
by a webof steel extending from the stern 
tube to the bracket supporting the after end 
of the shafting. The investigator A* do 
found the two arms of the bracket intact, their 
attachment to the vessel being undisturbed. 
The battom of the cylindrical part of the deck 
in which the shaft revolved was worn 1 
for nearly the whole of its length, six feet. 
The brass sleeve of the propeller shaft nad en- 
tirely disappeared and the metal studs which 
attached the sleeve to the shaft were worn © 
down level with the shaft, which was also 
slightly worn. This wearing away of bearings 
and the consequent dropping of the shaft 
about eight inches caused the break just out- 
side the stern tube. What caused this disas- 
trous wearing away, the expert says, 

is a question yet to be solved. He writes: 

A REASONABLE EXPLANATION, 

„The bearing was filled with lignum vitae 
strips, and it is an interesting point to deter- 
mine what happened tothose strips. Those 
who have had the best opportunity of 
forming an opinion on the subject are 
well agreed that e brass liner on the 
tail shaft probably burst, that the — edge 
of this cut out the wood and the me then 
came together and ground each other away, 
producing the state of things descri This 
certainly appears to bean extremely 
able explanation of the facts.’’

ALINDELL AND GRAND AVENUE CORNER 
SOLD AT $625 A FOOT. 


A $400,000 Obligation on the Griswold 
Tract Wiped Out and a Profit ef Over 
$100,000 Left—Iadigaant Citizens a3 
Grand and Page Avenues—Gessip About 
the Dorris Property—Agents’ Reports of 
Sales, 


The owners of the Forest Park Addition, 
who purchased the land April 26, 1887, frem 
W. D. Griswold, have paid off the principal 
and interest debt and now hold a clear title to 
the property free of all incumbrances. The 
purchase price was $400,000, that is $5,000 an 
acre for eighty acres, the deferred 
payments drawing (per cent interest running 
a course of five years from date. Last week 
the association anticipated the unpaid obliga- 
tions by paying to Mr. Griswold $105,000, and 
on Sunday next he will leave the city to pass 
the summer at his country residence at Cas 
tleton, N. J. Since the tract of land*was so 
magnificently improved two-thirds of the 
entire frontage has been sold, there being 
now about 9,000 feet left, which the owners 
calculate is worth at least $100,000, all of which 
and more, too, will be net profit in the deal. 

A $6,000 AN ACRE PROPOSITION. 

A rumor gained currency again this morn- 
ing that the Dorris property, embracing 
86 85-100 acres of ground situated at the south- 
west corner of Delmar avenue and King’s 
highway, had been sold for something between 
$5,000 and $6,000 per acre. Another report was 
to the effect thatthe ground had been pur- 
chased for $180,000, but Capt. Thos. T. Tur- 
ner, one of the trustees forthe Dorris heirs, 
says it has not been sold and that patties who 
were talking about buying have declined a 
proposition to sell for $6,000 an acre. 

NOT A ‘‘SAW-BONES’’ CORNER.

WILLIAM LAMBERT, 


Suicide ef the Richest Colored Man in 
Michigan. 


DrrRorr, Mich., April 29.—- Wm. Lampert, 
therichest colored nian in Michigan, com- 
mitted suicide Sunday night while tempo- 
rarily insane by hanging himself in his wood- 
shed. Lambert was born in Trenton, N. J., 
seventy-two years ago,and came to Detroit in 
1830.

INTERESTING TO TRAVELERS. 


A Scheme for an International Baggage 
Checking and Insurance System. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—A number of Wall 
street people have gone into a scheme which 
they believe will be appreciated and supported 
by that portion of the public which travels 
between this country and Europe. In- 
cidentally, of course, the promoters expect to 
make some money out of it, not by floating | 
securities, but from the profits of 
the services they propose to per- 
form, which is the checking and insuring 


of baggage between this city and the princl- 
pal cities of Kurope. The company controls a 
device which consists of asmall iron frame, 
which is attached tothe baggage by a stout 
steel chain. The frame contains the check, 
which is u duplicate of one given to the owner 
of the bagguge and bears the usual marks as 
to route, destination and number. The trav- 
eler holds a further check in the key which 
attaches his check to his buggage. The check 
is ulso an insurance policy for $1,000, which-} 
amount may be increased to any figure de- 
sired by paying a small additional fee at the 
office of the company. The fee for checking 
baggage from any ofthe railroad stations 

hotels or residences in this elty to the railroad 
stations, hotels or residences in the ports of 
entry in which the service has been perfected 
in Europe is $1.25 and between starting points 

in New York 8 on lines of railway in 
Europe on which the service has been 
perfected, $1.50. These charges include 
insurance up to $100. The same serv- 
ice’ is performed for those returning 
from Europe. The company has arranged to 
operate its system on the White Star, the In- 
man, Guion, Anchor, National, North Ger- 
man, Lloyd and the Hamburg-American 

steamship lines fand in Great Britain on the 
London & Northwestern, the Midland and the 
London & Southwestern railways. In this city 
it has perfected arrangements with the Erie 
Baggage Express for collecting and distribut- 
ing the luggage intrusted to it. It is believed 
that this system will prove to be the entering 
wedge for a system of check ing baggage to all 
pointe on the continent of Europe. 

The special advantages claimed for this sys- 
tem are that the check cannot be detached 
from the baggage by accident or design, as it 
is locked on and secured by a steel shackle, 
and that in case of loss the owner of the bag- 
gage or his legal representative can at once 
recover the value of his pro 8 at its full 
value to him instead of waiting or the vexa- 
tious delays Incidental tr the collection from 
steamship and railroad companies. This sys- 
tem of chenking will be used for the first time 
on the Alaska, which sails to- day, and here- 
after the company will have its agents upon 
the — of all the ocean steamship com- 
panies.

The papers on 
March 29 gave a brief account of Nelson’s dual 
lite and of the manuer in which he succeeded 
in deceiving his pretty wife. Jobn Henry 
Stewart Nelson has not only outdone 
Tuthill, the slick thief of Mont Clair, N. J., 
but also the light-fingered villain of Flor- 
ence Warden’s novel, the House on 
the Marsh.’’ Nelson, like the man in the 
House on the Marsh, Ils a haudsome and in- 
tellectual burglar. In the day time he worked 
ata trade and was an honest citizen; but in 
the night, when his friends were courting 
Morpheus on toll won couches, he was a thief, 
robber, burglar and purioiner. Nelson, who 
is a good machinist, apparently took great in- 
terest In his calling and earned Siga week. He 
was not compelled to turn thief by stress of 
circumstanees, Thereis nothing to be said 
in extenuation of his crime. As some young 
men turn to athietic sports, 80 Nelson turned 
to fllohing. It was his pastime, his recrea- 
tion, and he dallied with it for possibly no 
other reason than 
A PASSION FOR ADVENTURE. 

He seemed to glory in his ability to enter 
houses at will, ransack family treasures and 
to escape detection. And he had been doing 
this for a year, laughing in his sleeve during 
dsytime, no doubt, at the loud complaints of 
friends and neighbors over the depredations 
ofanunknown thief. But what tickled him 
most, perhaps, was the fact that friends con- 
suited with him as to trups to be laid 
for the midnight marauder, and in their 
artless, confiding way pointed out the pitfalls 
prepared for him and so enabled him to escape 
them. He seemingly lived an exemplary 
life and it was long before his 


identity with the burglar was 
suggested to the minds of 
simple folk among whom he dwelt.

Last October Nelson became acquainted 
with Miss Minnie J. MeNe Illy, a pretty French 
Canadian girl living with her sister. Mrs. 
Fred Bagley, at No. 39 High street. Miss Mc- 
Neilly is not quite 21 years ola. It was a case 
of love at first sight with the couple. Mrs. 
Bagley objected to Miag Minnie receiving Nel- 
son’s attentions, ause very little was 
known of his past life. These objections were 
overruled by Minnie, and the pair became 
engaged. The date set forthe wedding was 
March 19. On that day astolen watch which 
Nelson had traded to a jeweler for a wedding 
ring was identified by its owner, but Nelson’s 
story that he had taken the wateh 
in a trade and his assumed frank- 
ness and candor threw the police off the 
scent. He was to be married that night, he 
said, but on the following evening he would 
join the police in the search for the man from 
whom he had received the watch. The wed- 
ding took place that night. A reception fol- 
lowed, at e house of one of the bride’s 
friends nextday, When the marriage cere- 
mony was performed Nelson wore a stolen 
gold pin in his necktie, and at the reception 
he and his bride and the guests ate with 
knives and forks and spoons which he had 
stolen from Thomas Sinclair’s residence.

head Nelson off. In the meantime the en- 
gineer of the freight train had cut his 
engine from the train and picking up 
Officer Huson, after a chase of two miles over- 
took the thief. The officer alighted and when 
about twenty yards from his man Nelson 
turned, drew his revolver and fired. The of- 
ficer returned with two shots. Again Nelson 
fired and again the officer responded with two 
shots. When Nelson fired his last cartridge 
he made for the woods, but was s00n over- 
taken. He was taken back to Adams on Sat- 
urday morning and was identified as 
the Adams burglar and removed to the 
county jall in this city. The young bride was 
horror stricken when she read the story of 
her husband’s criminal operations.

ST. LOUIS ENTERPRISE. 


CLOSER TRADE RELATIONS WITH KANSAS 
AND TEXAS GRAIN GROWERS. 


Disadvantages That Shippers to St. Louis 
Have Labored Under—A General Protest 
Frem Southern Kansas Farmers—St. 
Louis Comes to Their Rescue—A Grent 
System ef Grain Elevaters. 


N no direction is the trade 
of St. Louis more capable 
ot extension than in South. 
, N ern Kansas and Northern 
Texas. That district is 
naturally tributary to this 
city, and its.increase in 
population and productiveness is as great, if 
not greater, than any that can be shown in 
the country. Hitherto St. Louis bas not been 
able to obtain its fair proportion of the grain 
trade of this region, but Chicago has secured 
much more than its share. 
THE REASON FOR THIS 
is to be found in the fact that the grain grow- 
ing districts in the northern counties,that are 
tributary to Chicago, were developed before 
the southern counties of Kansas a qa the 
northern counties of Texas were generally 
brought under cultivation, and that elevators 
with large storage and handling facilities 
were in existence, while none of any im- 
portance were to be found in the southern 
part of the State. The Southern Kansas 
farmers, having to depend on small elevators, 
were obliged to send their grain to 
those of the northern part of the 
State, unless they would ship it on cars bound 
for St. Louis, and during the past season it 
has frequently been impossible to secure 
transportation. There is a general belief 
among the farmers that the railroad compa- 
nies have thrown many obstacies in the way 
of direct St. Louis shipments.

Louis filled.

violentiy against what they considered un- 
fair discrimination in favor of Chicago, and 
against them, as all agreed that the best 
grades of wheat, such as are principally 
1 south of the Kaw, finda better market 

ere than at any other large recelv- 
ing point. They were quite willing 
for the lower «grades to be sent to 
Chicago, but felt that they were being unfairly 
treated in being obliged to send their best 
wheat to that place at a very considerable 
loss. Finding the protests to be without 
avail, the different boards of trade took up the 
matter, and it ls beileved that arrangements 
have been made which will be equally ad- 
vantageous to St. Louis and the wheat and 
corn zrowers of Southern Kansas and North- 
ern Texas. As stated in the PostT-DISPATCH, 
the Wichita Board of Trade some 
weeks avo sent a delegation to this 
city to endeavor to make arrangements for 
the elevation of a 280, O00-bushel elevator with 
large handling capacity, After consultation 
with the St. Louis millers and receivers an 
agreement was reached, and within a few 
weeks work will be commenced on a great 
elevator which shall be directly tributary to
